twenty-two counterfeit shillings 
and obtaining cigarettes from au-| 
tonintic machines with three of the 
coins, 

Sir Ernest Wild, the Recorder, 
said there was nothing harder for 
“an old lag” than'to go stralght, 
and it was much to Weeber's credit 
that he had redeemed his. past, 
He would give him another chance 
by binding him over, but if he laps- 
ed again he would go back to penal 
servitude, oo 

Weeber: Thank you, my lord, it 
will never happen again. 

Sentenced at Eighteen, 

At the age of eighteen he was 
sentenced to eight years’ penal ser- 
vitude. for possessing moulds for 
coining. Afterwards’ he received 
five years’ for a almilar offence, and 
in 1905 five years, with three years’ 
police . supervision, ‘for receiving 
stolen property, .  ' 

“He afterwards carried on busi- 
ness a8.a marine. store dealer,” anid 
Deteetive-inspector Keen, “and did 
so well that he bought ‘sixty acres 
of Iand in Essex and a coffee stall 
in South London, | He ‘retired in 
1924; and then lost all his money 
on horses’ and waa’ tempted by a 
man he met to use the coins.”

Mr. Jenkin; I put it to you that 
that is false and that you knew 
of the period and all about the 
mertgage from the very first. . 

Witness denied this. 

Counsel also ‘put it to plaintiff 
that he knew that the mortgagees 
had power to sell the property if 
the debt was not paid, also that 
they had fhe right to take pos- 


’ lsession of the property and collect 


the. rents, following failure to pay. 
Plaintiff denied this and said 
that the first he knew of it was
